THE SNAKE bite problem is 
not very serious in North America 
(about 300 bites a year are re­ 
ported in the United States), but 
for those of the population who

are exposed it will be comforting 
to know that advances in the study 
of anti-venin and other methods 
of treatm ent have not been slowed 
up to any appreciable extent by 
the war and they have resulted in 
a high degree of technical success. 
About the time that bacteri­ 
ology and immunity came of age 
it was evident that sn/dte venom 
had the same kind of actions and 
reactions as bacterial toxins. In 
fact, according to tradition, it was 
Ehrlieb’s experience during his 
travels in India that led to the 
development of the 
side-chain 
theory, which is the philosophic 
basis of all our thinking on im­ 
munity. 
He saw two men bitten 
by a cobra at the same time and 
one of them lived and one of them 
died and he found that the one 
who lived had been bitten before. 
So the scientific study of snake 
venom began on the theory that 
the venoms are toxic and that the 
animal body can build up resist­ 
ance to them. That theory ha* 
been proved to be essentially 
valid. 
The four poisonous snakes in 
the United States are the rattle­ 
snake, the copperhead, the cotton­ 
mouth moccasin and the coral 
snake. Some authorities name 25 
varieties of snake* here as venom­ 
ous, but this is in dispute and at 
any rate the four mentioned ar* 
the most numerous. 


Tjpee of Snake Venom 


Snake venom is poisonous on 
account of two venins—the hae­ 
morrhagic and the neurotoxic. 
The former predominates in vi­ 
pers to which group the rattle­ 
snake, the copperhead and the 
moccasin all belong, and th* latter 


predominates in the colubrines to 
whidi the coral snake and the 
cobra belong. The result of the 
action of the haemorrhagic venom 
is to cause liquifaction of the 
blood and rupture of the blood 
vessels all over the body, resulting 
in shook and collapse. The neuro­ 
toxic has an especial affinity for 
the nervous system and results in 
death from paralysis and respira­ 
tory failure. . 
The treatment of any snake 
bite may be specific or general. 
Specific is by the use of anti­ 
venin injected in the muscle. Anti­ 
venin against our American vari­ 
eties is available at nearly all drug 
stores in snake localities. Give 
plenty of anti-venin because there 
is no telling how much venom has 
been received by the body. It ha* 
been estimated that 25 milligrams 
of concentrated venom from a 
young, acute rattler will kill a 
150 pound man, and it is possible 
for a snake to inject over 200 mil­ 
ligrams at one bite. 


Use of Tourniquet 
But the same rule applies hers 
as to any kind of poisoning which 
is that if you haven’t got the spe­ 
cific antidote handy proceed with 
the general methods and remem­ 
ber that they are as effective as 
the specific methods. 
The general method for us# 
against a thing such as rattle­ 
snake poison is the use of the tour­ 
niquet. This has scientific approv­ 
al and has been put on a definite 
basis. Anybody has a tourniquet— 
a belt, a piece of rope, a handker­ 
chief. The ideal one should be 
elastic, but that is not absolutely 
necessary. The principle of the 
treatm ent is to shut off the blood 
in the bitten limb from the gen­ 
eral circulation, and release it a 
little at a time. The body will 
manufacture its own antitoxin if 
not overwhelmed with too much of 
i t After the tourniquet is applied 
above the site of the bite it is 
loosened every 20 aiinutes for a 
half minute interval. The site of 
the bite should be opened and the 
juices 
in 
the 
nearby 
tissues 
pressed out.

The proposed 
dam would require 125 000 cubic 
yards of fill and the lake would 
contain p ssibly 130 acres of w ater 
and be about 45 feet deep at the 
creek bed. The drainage area cov­ 
ers about seven square miles. 
The site th at is being suneyed 
comprises parts of the farm s of 
John Graff is. Robert Musser. Dew­ 
ey Black. E A. McCoy and J. W al­ 
lace Cnst. The survey will be 
completed in about three weeks. 
If the project is completed the 
state will build the park, the shel­ 
ter houses and kitchen* and will 
install 
a 
resident caretaker to 
m aintain and control the grounds. 
It will also stock the lake with 
fish, but fishing will not be per­ 
mitted for a period of about three 
years from the time the lake is 
completed. 
The land th at is being considered 
is largely waste but would be ideal 
for a park It is only a few miles 
from the center of Circleville. The 
state will build the dam and pro­ 
vide other lake essentials if the 
property is turned over without 
cost to the state.
